It has been nearly 60 years since | 
was a grade school student boarding at 
Sacred Hearts Academy in Fairhaven, 
Mass. One incident. more than any 
other, stands fresh in my memory to this 
day. ; 

‘Father Joseph Damien. the Leper 
Priest, had made port at New Bedford. 
across the Acushnet River from 
Fairhaven, in 1873. It was trom here 
that the Belgian missionary sailed to 
Hawaii to begin the task for which he 
became world renowned: to work 
’ among the lepers banished to the 
Hawaiian island of Molokai. 

During his layover in port, Father 
Damien rested for his long and arduous

leper colony at Kalaupapa. A few years 
ago. the opportunity presented itself. 

Wanting to be prepared. I visited 
Clausen’s, a great used bookstore in 
Colorado Springs. Colo. Asked about 
books on Hawaii, Molokai in particular, 
Mr. Clausen invited me into the little 
knock he called an office to join him in 
a cup of coffee. 

Clausen had some books about

sail around the Horn to Hawaii. Long 
after he died from the disease he sought 
to save others from, the room in which 
he stayed became a revered shrine. 
Being of the same order as the teach- 
ers at Sacred Hearts, the chance to see 
his room became a great prize for schol- 
arship. A good mark in religious studies 
won a relic. a small snippet trom one of 
the religious garments he once wore. | 
sull have the relic today. safely tucked 
away in a small reliquary given as an 
asked-for birthday present. , 
The memory of that event instilled a 
lifelong desire to visit Molokai and the 


Father Damien, and he said they were 
mine if | would do him a favor. He then 
reached into one of the drawers of his 
desk and pulled out a shoe box. Would I 
deliver it to a friend when I reached 
Kalaupapa? 

It turned out to be an accumulation 
of a year’s used postage stamps. He had 
a stamp collector friend who lived at the 
colony. He then preceded to relate the 
story of their acquaintanceship. 

It was hard to believe that Clausen, 
an archetypal bibliophile. had been a 
professional wrestler in Hawaii in the 
early 1930s. Herbert Hayse. patient and 


resident at the leper colony, had been an 
Opponent on numerous occasions. The 
two had continued their friendship 
through correspondence after Clausen 
left the islands. 


into the bowl to be “disinfected” before 
being retrieved by the clerk and placed 
into the cash drawer. 

My inquiries stopped there, at least 
for a few years. The subject of money 
for the leper colony at Molokai was 
researched in far greater depth by 
Dennis F.M. Marr. co-author of The 
Numismatic Aspects of Leprosy ($24.95 
postpaid from 3 Overlook Drive, Troy, 
NY 12180).

There are only two ways to reach the 
leper colony: a two-hour ride down a 
precipitous. 2,000-foot narrow path on 
the side of a cliff by mule or a 10- 
minute flight from Molokai Airport. 
The mule ride promised a greater 
adventure. 

On such occasions. few numismatists 
can resist the temptation to ask about 
coinage, tokens and scrip. | was no 
exception. I was told that no special 
money was used, at least not in the 


scrip. some called “ration tickets” and 
others termed “ration bills.” Their use 
predated Herbert Hayase’s confinement 
to the colony. 

The earliest mention Marr found of 
this special scrip was referenced in the 
1906:annual report of the president of 
the Board of Health on the activities at 
Kalaupapa. It was noted that the prior 
six months’ sales at the colony store 
totalled $6,035.58 in cash, $4,571 in 
ration tickets, $3,155 in ration bills and

Although leprosy is said to not be 
contagious. those not ill took no 
chances. At the post office and at the 
colony store, a small shallow bowl sat 
on the counter. Filled with denatured 
alcohoi, incoming money was placed 


$78.20 charged to various accounts. 
The story of the use of scrip at 
Kalaupapat was recounted in another 
report from the Board of Health. It 
noted, in part, that “the difficulty of 
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giving lepers an annual supply of cloth- 
ing caused it to be discontinued, and, 
instead of it, a store was established 
containing every variety of staple 
goods, to be sold at less prices, only 
with sufficient advance to cover the 
expenses of its management and atten- 
dance: and such lepers. instead of 
receiving clothing, were given a bill to 
the amount of six dollars, for which 
they could draw at the store what they 
wished. and these bills were given out 
just before the commencement of 
winter on the Ist of October. This 
arrangement has not been unprofitable 
to the Board. it has been the greatest 
comfort to the lepers up to this day, and. 
in fact. it would be impossible to do 
without.” 

The scrip’s status as money for the 
leper colony is further verified in a 
letter of July 20. 1893. from R. W. 
Meyer, Board of Health agent on 
Molokai to Charles Wilcox. secretary to 
the Board of Health in Honolulu. 

The letter reads. in part. “[ also send 
vou by this opportunity a package of 
250 Ration bills of the issue of Apmil Ist 
1893 of $5.00 each — and enclose bill 
for the same herewith including an 
amount of 5 Store bills - amounting in 
all to $1350.42 which if all is correct 
please deposit at the Bank of Mr. 
Bishop & Co. to a new account which I 
have asked them to open ‘Board of 
Health Store’ account and kindly set
